Thd steamer left Skagvrny in the oven- 


ing- of .Wednesday last and was proceed- 
ing out of Lynn cnnnl, when the collisio^i 
occurred. Most of the passengers and 
.-nembers of the crew, who were in bed, 
vero rudely "awakened, by the shock. 
The majority pot out on deck in timo ta 
be snvfd in the boats Trliich were quick- 
ly manned, but a large 
number went 


down in their staterooms. Sonic of the 
survivor.-' arrived hero lust evening by 
the steamer which passed over the scene 
of the appalling disaster on the follow- 
ing evening and picked thorn up at Jim- 
cau, to which city they had been taken,

tives who through feftr have kept away. 
Tim natives have noiv learned that lo 
surrender docs not mern death Or any 
other punishment, but securing of large 
liberties, freedom and protection. I am 
well satisfied with the conditions."

Thd steamer left Skagway in the even- 


ing'of .Wednesday last and was proceed- 
ing out of Lynn canal, when the collisiori 
occurred. Most of the passengers and 
members of the crew, who were in bed, 
were rudely "awakened, by the shock. 
The majority got out on deck in time to 
be saved in the boats wfiieh were quick- 
ly manned, but a large number went 
down in their staterooms. Some of the 
survivors arrived here last evening by 
the steamer which passed over the scene 
of the appalling disaster on the follow- 
ing evening and picked them up at Jun- 
eau, to which city they had been taken. 


SAD LOSS TO VICTORIA. 


The news came as a terrible blow to 


thn citizens of Victoria, many of the 
lost being well known, and having fami- 
lies in this city and was particularly 
sudden, as the steamer had been expect- 
ed and many werci awaiting her arrival 
when the Queen came in with the news. 
It is impossible at present to obtain a 
complete list of the dead, as Purser 
Bishop remained at Juneau to attend to 
*the forwarding of the pasengers and 
kept the ship's papers with him. He 
sent a letter to Mr. Vincent, secretary 
of the company, but gave but a few 
names of those who had been lost and 
no details of the wreck. The 
officers 


and passengers who came down were like- 
wise unable to give anj- but a very-in- 
complete list.

The survivors wero land- 
ed on Douglas island and the mate Was 
sent to Juneati for help, the steamers 
Hossie and Lucy responding and taking 
them it? Juneau. A small amount of 
the gold on board was saved. The pa- 
pers containing $10,000, was left in the 
purser's safe, the balance in his posses- 
sion being returned before the steamer 
sank. 


SURVIVORS CARED FOR. ~~~ 


The city council of Juneau promptly 


secured Decker's hall, which was hastily 
eonverted into a lunch room and resting 
place where the survivors could warm 
up with hot coffee and suitable 
foods.

Word of the disaster reached Trcad- 


weP at 8:30 a. m. !>y a party of passen- 
gers, headed by the chief engineer, who 
walked up the beach a distance of twen- 
ty-five miles to apepal to the city for 
help. The Treadwell steamers Lucy and 
Jenniker and the Juneau steamer Flos- 
sie promptly responded.

DID SOT REALIZE DANGER. '"' 


Pilot LeBlondo was in charge of the 


Steamer at the time and went immedi- 
ately into'the dining room, where Capt. 
Foote was having breakfast, and notified

sel struck water rushed an^ forward in 
great volumes and the pilot advised .that 
the vessel be run on the beach, not over 
half a mile distant, at once. .To• this.-the 
captain objected, saying, the beach was 
to abrupt. He thought there w*as no 
immediate danger, but would run a few 
miles further down, where he knew there 
was a good landing. 


SEES PERIL TOO LATE. 


The captain assured several passen- 


gers there was no immediate danger and 
that they could go back to bed and sent 
the first officer below to examine. The 
officer reported there was great danger 
and urged that the vessel be beached at 
once. The first officer ordered the boats 
let down, but this order was counter- 
manded by the captain, who, however, 
finally realized the seriousness of the sit- 
uation and allowed the first officer to 
got the boats down. Meanwhile the pas- 
sengers, aroused to their peril, appeared 
on deck and a rush was made to the 
purser, who had been given much treas- 
ure for safe-keeping. 
Purser Bishop 


handed all out except two bags of $10,- 
000 each, which were not claimed and 
went down with the vessel. The bow of 
the steamer steadily sunk and twenty 
minutes later the propeller and rudder 
wore high in the air and useless. 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN FOOTE. 


"The captain remained on the bridg^ 


until the last and fhialty jurnped on a 
life raft. When the steamer went under 
an explosion occurred. The captain lost 
his hold on the raft and went under. 


PERISH FROM INTENSE COLD. 
'•Owing to a. dense fog much difficulty 


was experienced in ascertaining the loca- 
tion of the shore. After a time water 
was heard trickling d«wn the rocks, and 
all the boats reached shore. Many per- 
sons who jumped off fhe steamer were 
rescued later, only to die from e.thaus- 
tirn -and the intense cold. Several per- 
sons recovered consciousness only after 
four or five hours' hard work by their 
comrades."

GOVERNOR'S FAMILY LOST. 


Among the passengers lost were Mrs. 


Governor Ross of Dawson; her child and 
her niece, and Dr. John M. Duncan, of 
Victoria. The doctor was seen with a 
life preserver about, him, but no one saw 
Mrs. Ross and it was thought that Dun- 
can lost his life in a futile attempt to 
rescue her and family just as the steanf- 
er sank. 


PRAISE OFFICERS' CONDUCT.

SAN 'FRANCISCO, Aug. 19—After an

Major General Arthur MacArthiir, re- 
.centily governor general of the Philippine 
islands, returned to the Unite!! States 
Sunday on the transport Sheridan. Gen- 
eral MacArthur was the first to walk 
down the gangplank. Before the inaug- 
uration of the civil government in Ma- 
nila the entire administration of affairs' 
Of both the army and public offices de- 
volved upon the governor general. This 
task 
General . MacArthur 
performed 


with marked ability and the greatest 
satisfaction, both to people in Manila 
and at Washington. The plans of his 
predecessor were carried out to comple- 
tion and -new ideas put into execution. 
The result was the almost entire pacifi- 
cation of the natives, 
the ending -of 


armed rebellion, the re-eatablishment of 
friendly relations between tho Ameri- 
cans and the natives and the making of 
Manila an ideal place to live, with mu- 
nicipal improvements and advantages 
such as are enjoyed in few tropical cit- 
ies. 


MacArthur will receive a warm wel- 


come from the 
people of the United 


States. Beyond loss in flesh, General 
MacArthur looks the sanie as when'he 
left, this city three years ago. He had 
practically no illness during hfs stay in 
the Philippines, and boasts ' of having 
been able to perform his regular' duties 
every day during that time. 


General MacArthur talked freely in 


regard to the situation in the Philip- 
pined. He said: 


"A very satisfactory condition exists 


in the islands. It 
is not perfect, of. 


course, but is aiich that it is very grati- 
fying to both army and civil officers. 


."Theinsurrection is almost entirely 


extinguished. A. very few 
groups of 


armed 
insurgents s£ill ak large give 


some trouble', but they will undoubtedly 
surender within a short time. The cam- 
paigning is practicjily confined, to scout- 
ing and occasionally movements in force 
against some large party. These move- 
ments generally result in the surrender 
of the natives, with their rifles, and it 
has the effect of bringing in other na- 
tives who through feftr have kept away. 
The natives have now learned that to 
surrender does not mean death or any 
other punishment, but securing of Inrge 
liberties, freedom and protection.

1,500 Men Thrown Out of Work—Cling to 


Hope Held Out by Tiglie of 


Developments in East.

furnaces in the.plant of the Illinois- 
Steel company at "Buy View are cold on 
account of a strike, and 1,500 men who 
would have gone to work at 6 o'clock 
this morning, had it hot been for Pres- 
ident Shaffer's' strike order, spent Sun- 
day in-"idkne%s. , The men.who, attended 
the ,meeting Saturday and were carried 
away by the arguments of Michael F, 
Tighe, President T. J. Shaffer's represen- 
tative, for the most part remained in 
rtheir homos and laid plans for the fu- 
ture. 


Although the conservative members of 


the association realize the gravity of 
the situation the majority of them cling 
to the hope that this week may see de- 
velopments in the strike situation in the 
east which may'put a different aspect 
on the situation in the Bay View mills. 


This hope was given them bj Mr. 


Tigho in hi« speech at the meeting, in 
which he declared there are several big 
steel plants in the east which wfll b* " 
closed this week as a result of the action 
of the Milwaukee lodge. One of these 
plants, according to 3Ir. Tighe, is tbe 
planfc at Duquesne, and Che newspapers 
will be eagerly watched to learn wheth- 
er or not this predictiou will CQIJC to 
pass.

Bub dispite this one hope which ..is 


held by the striking members of the 
Bay View lodge, there remained'the 
bad feature in the strike, which is ed- 
niilied and deplored by all, that the 
contract which has always been preserv- 
ed inviolate between the association and 
tho Illinois Steel company has been an- 
nulled, mid many.o'f the men fe&rHhat 
ife will never bo renewed. 


Wliilft the officials of tie company will 


say nothing, on €hfe inatter, most of *h« 
men realize that in keeping their obliga- 
tion fo fhe association -they Imvto failed 
* 


for the first time to live ut> io'thfilr-con- 
tracfc. Thta -is felt keenly b'y all the 
members of the - lodge, and yesterday 
nothing -waS ieard but expressions of-re- 
gret tlval ihls is the case. 


But ia spite of tliese unfortunate cir- 


cumstances it wns evident that all the* 
members of the lodge are now acting 
ns a unit, whatever their 
individual 


opinions on the matter may be, and all 
realize that they are at the beginning 
of a strike which may be of months* 
duration. 


At 0 o'clock this morning, which Is 


the customaryyiitne for the gates of the 
Bay View plant to open, not ay single 
man of the association, so far aa,known, 
wijl take up the work in the ^rolling 
mills. About l,(k(Q 
other men", 'whoee 


wages vary from §1.50 a day< to $£25 
and $2.50, will go to the gates and find 
that their means of livelihood is cut off 
for the time being. A large p*rt* of 
these men are Poles and belong to the 
congregation of Father William I. Orut- 
za, who has just completed his church 
in First avenue. 


If there is any'suffering on account of 


the shut-dowu it is predicted it will be 
folt among these people first, as; many 
of them have ' large families a«d feel 
keenly the-loss of n day's work.- On ac- 
count, of the high price of provisions Hit 
is believed-, that Avithn a week the men 
will feel the "effects of the strike. There . 
is no-organization among- them, and 
probably* itv will be difficult for tjtem to- 
understand the reason why the ,miU4 
are closed down.

•KeevCj acting solicitor of the treiistsry 
hftK rendered air opinion on the question 
raised by Fedrico Dcgdtan, resident com- 
missioner from Porto J?ico as to whether 
a customs duty of 5 cents a pound^should 
not be imposed on all coffees imported 
into Porto Sico from the United States, 
under' the terms of the Foraker act. Tho 
solicitor holds adversely to Mr. Dege- 
tan's contention and iu the course of-hla 
opinion, says:

which coffee was excluded in the Fora- 
kcr act from the .freo list in respect to 
importations from foreign countries, and' 
iu respect to the importations from the 
United States during-ths existence of 
15 per cent duty system, that it was the 
intention of congress to recognize and 
protect the 
coffee 
industry in Porto 


Rico. It- can hardly ho doubted, also 
.that it was not ihe. purpose of-eoiiigrcas 
that'such protection should cease upon 
the enactment, and installation' of a lo- 
cal system of taxation in Porto Eico. 
Tho duty of 5 centa per pound -was. a 
protective -measure, but I regret to say 
that I see no escape from ihe conclusion 
that the broiul and unrestricted provision 
of section 3, abolishing "all tariffs on 
merchandise and articles going; to Porto 
IHco from tho United States''- upon the 
enactment of a local system of'taxation, 
etc., embraces the duty on coffee aa well 
as the duty ou any 
other 
article of 


merchandise.

Millard George,'formerly clerk at the 


Hotel Racine, and well known through- 
out the city, came near meeting death 
at Duluth, IMinn., one day thrs week. 
Mr. George is employed as clerk in the 
Spaulding house.

Charles Reed started out for a walk. 
The street where they walked was torn 
up and men were engaged doing electri- 
cal work. A number of live wires were 
exposed, but the young men did not 
know this. Reed had hold of George's 
arm. One of the construction men yell- 
ed for them to look out for wires. Reed 
raised his hand and it struck a wire. 
The current shocked both Reed and Mr. 
George and they were thrown many feet. 
The arm of Mr. George was rendered 
useless and the young men did not get 
over the shock for days. Both are now 
aii right. The Duluth papers class it 
as a very narrow escape from death. 


James" Tidyman, father of the Tidy- 


man Bros., who conduct the w.^11 known 
confectionery store and ice cream par- 
lors, corner 
of Sixth

streets, was injured by failing from 'a 
[Washington avenue street car, between 
the hours of 8 and 9 o?clock last even- 
ing, and died from the effects about 3 
o'clock tlis morning, at his home No. 
9J7; Lake avenue. 


STr. Tidyman boarded car No. 32, at 


the cornet 
o.f'. Sixth and 
Wisconsin 


streets, for the purpose of going to the 
"home of W. J. Har?ey, fib. 1806 Wash- 
ington (avenue, where an ice cream so- 
cial *by the members of the First M. E. 
church1: was in progress. 


When the car reached a point near 


th'e Howell school, Mr. Tidyman, who 
•was standing on the front platform, no- 
tified the motorman, William Knaulins, 
to leWhim off anywhere along there. 


The> motormari started the brake to 


stop-t5ie car,,'bufc Mr. Tidyman made an 
attempt to leave the car before it stop- 
pedr-and: while going at a pretty good 
clip. ,,Be turned and fell, striking the 
bock-of his head on the pavement. The 
car was stopped and the injured man, 
who -was unconscious, was picked up and 
carried off the street. 


As soon as possible the police patrol 


wagon was called and he was taken to 
his -home No. 017 Lake avenue. On the 
way the injured man vomited a great, 
deal and raised considerable blood, which 
was a very bad sign and the officers said 
that he was fatally hurt. 


Dr. F. R. Garlock was called and upon 


making an examination found a large 
lump on the back of the head and said 
that it was a bad 
concussion of the 


brain and possibly the skull was frac- 
tured. Everything possible was done for 
the injured man and at times he partial- 
ly regained consciousness, but not so as 
to recognize any member of tho family 
who surrounded the bed, and at three 
o'clock this morning he passed away. 


Coroner Christian Stripplc was notified 


of the accident and this morning empan- 
eled the following jury: Louis F. Klein, 
Joseph. Smader, Charles Tosteson, S. C. 
Skow,. H. Wiegancl and Henry Carls. The 
body was viewed and in view of the 
hard work in finding witnesses, the in- 
quest was adjourned to next Monday 
morning at 0 o'clock. 


At the offices of the street railway 


company it was stated that Mr. Tidy- 
man got on the car at the point named; 
that when the Howell school was reach- 
ed he was standing on the front pint- 
form and asked the motorman to let him 
off almost anywhere along the street and 
when the car was slowed up he attempt- 
ed to jump off and fell, having some cans 
in his hands. 


Mr. Tidyman was a man CO years of 


age. 
He was ,born 
in 
England 
and 


brought to America by his parejits when 
three years old, settling at 
Mayville, 


Dodge county. He was both a farmer 
and a brick and stone mason. For over 
thirty years he was a resident of Wan- 
pun, Wis., and well and favorably known 
at that.place. -Three years ago he came 
to Racine to live, two of his sons having 
engaged in business here. He

ajwl made many warm friends here, who)

TO ANTARCTIC SE.4S. 


This season has witnessed a number 


of polar 3xp«litions start for the ice 
packs of the frozen north, and at the 
.same tim^ the icy fastnesses of tlicant 
arctic regions arc not to be neglected 
To the south polar regions four oxpedi 
tions will mutually cooperate far as ii 
possible that further knowledge 
be se 


cured, and of these., one., the German 
part, have sailed. The four sailing into 
antarctic seas are the German, English 
Scottish and the Sweden and all foin 
will have on board noted scientists anc 
commanded by able men experienced in 
the mysteries of navigation 
of the icy 


sens of the poles. 


The German expedition is the first to 


start out, and lately sailed from Keil for 
the. south polar seas with a most clistin 
guished body of scientists. The steamer 
Gauss, carrying tlio exploring party un- 


' der the leadership of Professor Khricl 
von Drygalski, has been thoroughly fit- 
ted out and seienco and money has omit- 
ted nothing that can go to bring suc- 
cess. If human heroism, human knowl- 
edge, and a wealth 
of-science can not 


bring man to a bettor acquaintance with 
the mysteries of the polar regions, it 
will be refusal of nature in its sublimit- 
ies of outraged seclusion to permit the 
veil to be lifted. Three years is to be 
given to the party, and 
if nothing i 


heard from them by early summer oi 
1004 a relief party will be dispatched in 
search 


The English expedition, fitted out con- 


jointly by tbo government Royal Geo- 
graphical society and the Royal Society, 
will be equally thoroughly fitted out a:id 
accompanied with a number of promi- 
nent names in the scientific world. The 
Discovery, the. name of the vessel, will 
be commanded by Captain R. F. Scott, 
who has discretionary powers as to length 
of the voyage, and win if so determined 
remain as will the German vessel until 
1904. The' Scotch expedition is under 
comand of W, S. Bruce, a noted geog- 
rapher and of considerable repute as a 
physician. Mr. Bruce is very confident 
of his ability to reach at least latitude 
BO and who plans to push for the WcJ- 
dell sea southeastward's 
of Cape Horn, 


then to iland a party eastward of Gra- 
ham's siand and send his ship hack north 
out of the way of the ice packs. The 
Sweden party will be under the com- 
mand of Dr. Otto Nordenskjold, who has 
won fame as an explorer, and starting in 
November will be very thoroughly equip- 
ped 
for the dangers of polar waters. 


His vessel Trill be the famous Antarctic, 
and has been in several voyages in arctic 
waters and is now being equipped at 
Gottenborg. 


These four expeditions will ere many 


months be knocking at the door of the 
mysteries of the ice and darkness of the 
far 
south. 
All that scientists 
can do 


and government supply will bo at hand 
in hopes of shedding some light upon 
what has heretofore been dark. 
YYliile 


it is hardly hoped to tackle the south 
pole itself, yet it is hoped that sufficient 
information can bo secured by mean-; oi 
which the world's stock of knowledge of 
the. antarctic seas will 
be vastly in- 


creased and the way blazed for the flar- 
ing hands who will assail the south pole 
itetilf in the near future. 


All these different parties contemplate 


remaining for two to three years and in 
a way communicate 
with each other 


when, possible and to help in the general 
work of compelling the, 'secrets of 
the 


ice seas to give themselves 
forth.

forms of scientific observation 
will 
be 


carried-on by the scientists and dredg- 
ing will be carried on by portions of the 
expeditions., On land, rock stratas will 
be examined ami iossiJs looked for, and 
It will be sought for one thing to deter- 
mine if possible if land bridges existed 
from the polar lands to the southern ex- 
tremities of Africa, South America, and' 
Australia.

NOTHING STRANGE THESE DAYS. 


Nothing" seemss. strange in these days 


and yet in .one way strange things do 
happen continually. Perhaps no item of 
news of late has so stirred up the mind 
and caused revelinga of the imagination, 
than the reported discovery of valuable 
mineral deposits in Palestine, and locat- 
ed amid the scenery so made sacred by 
the pages of the New Testament. The 
land in which Jesus lived and was sacri- 
ficed, the scenes made ever holy in his 
wanderings and teaching to the people 
will soon echo to the tread of the miner 
and blast opening the long hidden treas- 
ures. But it appears there is no longer 
any doubt but that the land in which our 
Saviour lived, the lulls' which he trod 
with labored step, the mountain 
sides 


where he rested, and the sacred river of 
Jordan will witness the development 
which alone advancing civilization could 
give. While this mineral discovery in 
tho holy land is not gold or silver, yet it 
is a most valuable deposit and will 
bring gold and silver to the cultivator 
of the soil. Our consul, Mr. Harris, at 
Eibenstock, officially informs 
the state 


department of tha discovery of valuable 
mineral deposits in Palestine, and says 
that the industrial awakening of the holy 
land is among the coming 
certainties. 


Tho newly discovered Deposits of phos- 
phates aro to ba found on tho Dead sea 
and on both sides of the river Jordan. 
The consul says the salt deposits of the 
dead sea can readily be developed in a 
flourishing industry. With the develop- 
ment of the country as to lines of com- 
munication these valuable phosphate de- 
posits can be worked and a continua- 
tion of the railroad known as the Yafa- 
Jerusiilern railroad is planned, while tho 
puffing steamer is already seen upon tho 
Dead sea. 


OTJR TRADE WITH GERMANY. 


More exact figures of the commerce 


between Germany and the United States 
show that Germany imported from this 
country in 1801 10.4 of her total r.ecds 
and in 1!)00 16.9 per cent; the United 
States bought from 
Germany in 1891 


10.7 of her total sales and in 1900 9.3 
per cent. The figures being as follows: 
Germany bought from this country in 
1891 goods worth $42,283,877 and sold to 
this country goods 
worth $27,015,321. 


In 1900 Germany bbught from us goods 
worth $191,072,252 and sold to us goods 
worth $100,203,068. 


Tile principal articles of importation 


to Germany are cotton and manufact- 
ures thereof, corn, lard, mineral oils, re- 
fined, wheat, copper, oil cake and meal, 
taboceounmanufactured, agricultural im- 
plements, oleomargarine, bacon, hams 
and pork, fertilizers, lumber, cotton seed 
oil, timber, seeds, turpentine. 


The most remarkable .increases in oar 


shipments to Germany have been in cot- 
ton manufactures, corn, lard, wheat, 
flour, copper, oii cako and meal, seeds. 


The exports of cotton and its manu- 


factures were in 1891 $50,401,841, and 
in 1001, $67,800,173; corn in 1801, $2,042,- 
407, and in 1001, 817,305,229; lard in 
1S01, $7,048,000, in 1001 813,700,875; 
we exported of wheat in 1SOI $295,053,- 
in 1601 $7,871,533; bacon, hams and 
pork in 1891, $578,409, in 1901 §2,200, 
510; flour in 1891 $41,039, in 1901 $2,011,- 
250. 


The principal articles 
bought 
from 


Germany by the United States are s'u- 
gar, coal tar colors and dyes, chemicals, 
laces, embroideries, stone and 
china, 


ware, the largest increases being shown 
in these articles. The largest item is 
sugar, we having bought from Germany 
in 1801 $7,209,190 worth and in 1901 
$12,346,734 worth.

Sanitation 
in Summer.— 


Few housekeepers are 
wise enough "to 


examine (heir cellars for dampness in 
summer, when mould is apt to collect. 
Many sudden o\itbreakd of disease may 
be traced to the damp cellars that are 
allowed to become damp through neglect 
of simple natural laws. Not every one 
knows that hot aft contains more mois- 
ture than cold air, and when it strikes 
any cold object, as, for instance, the 
wall of a cellar, tho moisture it contains 
is always deposited in drops of water. 
If the windows of a cellar arc kept open 
in summer the walls -viU be continually 
moist, so that streams of water will run 
upon the floor and loop the floor damp. 
In a short time the. result will bo seen 
in a growth of mould and an unpleas- 
ant, mouldy odor to the cellnr and to 
everything' kept in +,ho collar. The^unal 
result may be an outbreak of disease. 


There \* only one way to keep a rel- 


lar dry in summer, and that is to air it 
at night anil to keep it dosed during the 
day. Whitewash the 
cellar wall in 


_May and keep berres of lime in the cel- 
lar, changing them every month while 
the hot weather lasts. This Will do a 
great deal to keep the cellar from being 
damp and from having a must.y, un- 
wholesome odor. The cellar should be 
swept often in summer and no source 
of dampness should be allowed to re- 
main. Clean the cellar in the fall and 
spring and whitewash it 
again in Sep- 


tember, or when the furnace is prepared 
for lighting.
